County CD Communications Network Well Equipped And Ready 


A Civil Defence communications 
demonstration which under actual 
application could be vital to the 
well being and survival of residents 
In the County, was held Monday 
night, emanating from Vulcan CD 
Headquarters and Involving radio 
operators at villages throughout 
the County. 

The radio communications net¬ 
work was officially opened by the 
Rev. Peter Dawson and witnessing 
the relays at the local headquarters 
were Robert Irwin, County Coun¬ 
cillor; Art Cutforth, Chairman of 
Control Committee; Wm. Shields, 
Vulcan County Civil Defence 
Director. 

Communications Officer Doug 
Wilson of the Vulcan County Civil 
Defence Unit, set up the demon¬ 
stration at which representatives 
of Vulcan Town Council and the 


councils of Champion, Carmangay, 
Arrowwood, Lomond and Milo 
were shown how the business of 
local government could be carried 
on in times of emergency by radio 
between towns, rather than by 
members travelling to a central 
point. 

In the above mentioned villages 
fixed Motorola FM two-way radio 
units have been installed on a set 
frequency with control station at 
Vulcan. At each point qualified 
operators are ready to keep com¬ 
munications open from their area. 

The fact that regular telephone 
long distance calls from Vulcan are 
routed through Calgary and the 
great possibility that in an emer¬ 
gency, Calgary’s end would be lost, 
has led the local CD Unit to set 
up their own communications sys¬ 
tem which would work Independ¬ 


ent of the regular phone service. 

Under the communications pat¬ 
tern demonstrated Monday night, 
conversation may be carried on 
between any points mentioned and 
listened to by ail with control of 
the system coming from the Vul¬ 
can base. 

At Carmangay those men associ¬ 
ated with CD either as councillors 
or sub-directors, are: Sid Thomp¬ 
son, F. Hubka. Carmangay oper¬ 
ators are Walter Middleton, Her¬ 
bert Blimkie and Leonard Fraser.

Lomond CD representatives are

Two mobile units are set up for 
use with one at Mossleigh where 
Al Stephens is operator, another 
at Majorville where the operator 
is Lee Francis and a third unit 
remains at Vulcan to be held in 
reserve. This set can be used in 
the local police car. 

Vulcan operators are Frank Bur- 
chak, Ken Gatenby, Ed Nelson, 
Jim Reath, Claire Schneider, Al¬ 


len Sinclair, Bill Salvage, Percy 
Clark, William Thomas, Les John¬ 
ston and Frank Bates. 

In its ten years of progress ln 
Vulcan County, Civil Defence has 
grown to a point where there Is 
a file of about 400 names of volun¬ 
teers who have taken courses 
qualifying them for some form of 
CD work. The last major installa¬ 
tion, already approved and to be 
Included in next year’s budget, is 
an emergency power plant, which, 
coupled with the emergency com¬ 
munications network, will give the 
County complete independence of 
regular power and phone service, 
should the need arise.

A nerw dimension has been added to the ease and speed of 
Jet travel. On August 8, 1962, Air France, the world’s largest 
airline, transmitted the first passenger reservation in commer. 
qlal aviation history over the Telstar satellite. The historic, 
“live” telephone call originated 
from the airline’s Paris head¬ 
quarters on the Boulevard Au¬ 
guste Blanqui. It was placed 
at 8:15 p.m., Paris time, and 
confirmed a booking for a 
French businessman en route 
from Paris to Mexico City via 
.New York. 

Transmission was clear and 
•uninterrupted. The call was re¬ 
ceived at the Air France re¬ 
servations center, New York 
International Airport, at 3:15 
p.m., EDT, by Mile Edda Dreon, 
a general sales reservations 
•gent. 

I How Call Was Relayed 

The first trans-global reser¬ 
vation was transmitted on the 
regular continental telephone 
networks of France and the 
United States. From the point 
of origin in Paris, the call was 
Channeled through the facilities 
Of the French Poste Telephone 
et Telegraphe system. It was 
then relayed to the satellite 
ground station in Pleurmeur- 


Bodou on the Brittany penin¬ 
sula. From there, the call was 
re-transmitted to the 34Vi-lnch 
sphere which has been orbiting 
the earth every 158 minutes 
since its initial launching last 
July. 

The telephone signal was 
bounced back to earth from Tel¬ 
star and picked up at the An¬ 
dover, Maine, ground station. It 
was then relayed by telephone 
again from Andover to the Air 
France offices at New York 
International Airport. 

Sharing the momentous event 
with Mile Dreon was Rene 
Costa de Beauregard, Assis¬ 
tant Commercial Services Man¬ 
ager of Air France, who com¬ 
mented: “Air France is proud 
to be the first airline to link 
the French and American busi¬ 
ness communities by Telstar. It 
is a great and efficient step 
forward, and certain to make 
jet age travel even easier than 
it is today.”

Banquet Hall Needed 


HELP WANTED 


Vulcan’s need for a banquet hall that will ac¬ 
commodate at least 250 people was again apparent 
last week when 174 people crowded the basement of 
the Vulcan Lodge Hall for the annual Senior Citizens 
Night dinner. The basement dining hall can comfort¬ 
ably seat up to 150 but beyond that figure it is simply 
too crowded and last Wednesday night it is doubtful 
if enough room could have been found for even a half- 
dozen more people. 

All but a few of those at the banquet last week 
were in the senior age group of 65 years or over and 
the hazards involved if a kitchen fire had cut off one 
exit, leaving just the narrow exit stairway at the 
front of the hall, can not be overlooked. 

Accommodation for banquets has not kept pace 
with the growth of Vulcan. Greater use of the school 
auditoriums for large public meetings is being al¬ 
lowed, but these halls do not have kitchen facilities 
suitable for preparing meals on a large scale and are 
not primarily designed or intended for such public use. 

The need for larger banquet facilities ties in, of 
course, with the oft-discussed project of some type of 
community centre, but the urgent need at the moment 
is simply for a ground-floor hall of suitable size, with 
full kitchen facilities, cloak rooms, rest rooms, etc. If 
it was built and furnished with the thought in mind 
that it could also be used for the larger dances and 
other similar community activities it would serve the 
needs of the community for this type of accommoda¬ 
tion for many years. 

Whether any local organization is willing to take 
the lead in a drive to construct such a building de¬ 
pends on how much public support there would be for 
such a project. Certainly the need for such accomoda¬ 
tion has been apparent on many occasions — whether 
or not the leadership and energy required to head 
such a project will be forthcoming remains to be seen.
